We arc not the leu cordial in paying 
what we believe to be this just tribute 
of praise, because the Coliimial 8k- 
caKTAHT did not in all respects 
fall in with our own viewa.

the rural as compared with the urban 
districts waa justified by the Cor.oviax 
Sm itiTAKr on tbe ground ifist, from the 
experience of the past, the rural populn- 
lion might he expected to increase in a 
greater ratio than the urban. During the 
Last tirr yean, the population of Sydney 
(eiclunve of the hamlets.; was 4hown to 
have increased 15 per cent, of the other 
boroughs 1*1 per ccnl., of the counties 19 
per cent., and of the pastoral iliairtei* Trt 
per cent. During the last /™ years the 
increase had been, in Sydney 4Tper cent., 
in the oth"r boroughs 41 per cent., in th* 
counties 50 per cent., and in the pastoral 
districts 193 per cent. 

The proportion of member* given to 
the pastoral districts was further juatihed 
by the facts, that two- thirds of tbe live 
stock of the colony w:n depastured 
there, and that from this stock the ex- 
ports of the colony wete almost entirely 
derived. This last fact was elucidated 
bv a variety of table?, which, uf 
we t.)i a 11 have to examine them 
for ourselves hereafter, we need 
not now go into. The hon arable trend*, 
man oh served that he had troubled the 
House at length with these returns, be- 
cause he thought they furnished inforrna.- 
tion whijh was peculiarly applicable to a 
right conception of the imparlance of the 
squatting and pastoral inteeeal, and be- 
cause Ihey showed ermdrssivcly that, 
while that interest had been progressively 
increasing in its vsluc to the colony in 
the shape of exports, * corresponding in- 
crease had taken place in the population 
of the districts in which those exports 
were produced. 

We had marked rnnny other portions 
of this admirable speech for special com- 
ment ; but. our apace forbids us to pro- 
ceed further for the present. Wa would 
venture to suggest, in conclusion, that if 
the CoioniAL Sxcbetakt, amid hia 
onerous avocations, could nod time to 
revise the speech for publication in the 
shape of a pamphlet, he would thereby do 
good service to the cause of his adopted 
country, both here and in England.
